School Board Received Request for Increase in Salaries. 
Total Amount Weuld Necessitate an Extra Appropria- 
tion of $4000. ‘Matter Under Consideration. 


The Grade teachers in the public schocls have felt the pinch of the high cost of 
living and Tuesday night at the meeting of the School committee, a petition was 
presented signed by all the grade teachers asking for an increase of pay—the first 
time in the history of the local schools that such action has been taken by the 
teachers concertedly. 

The request calls for an increase of $50 to take effect at the beginning of year 
1917 and further increase of the same,amount at the beginning of the school year in 
September 1917, and that the maximum salary for grade teachers, exclusive of 
principals, be made $800. There is no fixed maximum at present, the board’s 
policy having been to raise gradually the salaries of its teachers to $650 per annum, 
the highest amount now paid to a grade teacher. This has been done for the past 
few years watil all the old teachers and nearly all of the new teachers are receiving 
that atount. »

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SAFETY DEMANDS | Nature Says 


FEDERAL CONTROL 
OF THE RAILROADS 


Only Way to Meet Emergencies 
of Nation, Says A. P. Thom. 
\ 


—_ 


STATES’ RIGHTS PRESERVED 


Principles Which Railways Hold Should 
Govern Regulatory System In Inter- 
ests of Public and the Roads—Com- 
pulsory System of Federal Incorpo- 
ration Favored. 


Washington, Dec. 4.—That the inter 
ests of national defense require that 
control of railway lines should rest 
with the federal government and not 
with the states was the claim ad- 
vanced by Alfred. P. Thom, counsel 
to the Railway Executives’ Advisory 
Committee, in concluding his prelim- 
inary statement of the case for the 
railways before the Newlands Joint 
Committee on Interstate Commerce. 

“We must be efficient 18 a nation if 
we are to deal successfully with our 
national emergencies,” said Mr. Thom. 
“and we must appreciate that efficient 
transportation is an essential condition 
of nattonal efficiency. If we are to 
halt and wealfen our transportation 
systems by stute lines, by the perma- 
nent imposition of burdens by unwise 
regulation, we will make national effi 
ciency impossible.” 

States’ Rights Would Not Suffer. 

Mr, Thom cited many instances in 
which shippers in one state were in- 
juriously affected by selfish regula- 
tions imposed on the railroads by 
neighboring states. He .pointed out 
that federal regulation would be no in- 
vasion of the rights of the states but 
would be the means of preserving the 
rights which they acquired when they 
entered the Union, one of which was 
the right to the free movement of their 
products across state boundaries. 

What the Railroads Advocate. 

The principles whieh the railroads 
believe should be incorporated in any 
just system of regulation were sum- 
marized by Mr. Thom as follows: 

1. The entire power and duty of reg- 
ulation should be in the hands of the 
national government, except 
ters so essentially local and intidental 
that they cannot be used to interfere 
with the efficiency of the service or the 
just rights of the carriers. 

2. As one of the means of accom- 
plishing this, a system of compulsory 
federal] incorporation should be adopt- 
ed, into which should be brought all 
railroad corporations engaged in inter- 
state or foreign commerce. 

8. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion under existing laws has too much 
to do and is charged with conflicting 
functions, including the investigation, 
prosecution and decision of cases. The 
latter duties should be placed in the 
hands of a new body which might be 
called the Federal Railroad Commis- 
sion. Regional Commissions should 
be established in different parts of 
the country to assist the Interstate 
Commerce Commission by handling }o- 
eal cases. 

4, The power of the Commission 
should be extended to enable it to pre- 
scribe minimum rates and not merely 
maximum rates as at present. This 
would increase their power to prevent 
unjust discriminations. 


Justice to Public and Roads. 

6. It should be made the duty of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, in 
the exercise of its powers.to fix rea- 
sonable rates, to so adjust these rates 
that they shall be Just at once to the 
public and to the carriers, To this end 
the Commission, in determining rates, 
should consfder the necessity of main- 
taining efficient transportation and ex- 
tensions of facilities, the relation of 
expenses to rates and -the rights of 
shippers, stockholders and creditors of 
the roads. 

6. The Interstate Commerce Commis. 
sion should be invested with the pow- 
er-to fix the rates for carrying mails. 

7. The federal government should 
have exclusive power to supervise the 
issue of stocks and bonds by railroad 
sarriers engaged in interstate and for 
agn commerce. 

8, The law should recognize the es- 
sential difference between things which 
restrain trade in the case of ordinary 
mercantile concerns and those which 
restrain trade in:the case of. common 
carriers. The question of competition 
4s not the only fair criterion. 

9. The law should expressly provide 
for the meeting and agreement of traf. 
fie or other officers of railroads in re- 
spect of rates or practices. This 
should, however, be safeguarded “by 
requiring the agreements to be filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and to be subject to be disapprov- 
ed by it. 

“My legal proposition,” Mr. Thoin 
said, “is that the Constitution as it 
how is gives full authority to Congress 
to regulate the instrumentalities of in. 
terstate commerce in all their parts. 
If the power of regulation is to reach 
the public requirements, it must be co- 
extensive with the instrumentalities of 
commerce.” ' 

Mr. Thom:explained that the roads 
are not asking either of the Committee 
or of Congress any increase in reve- 
hues, but that they are merely asking 
the perfection of a system which will 


be responsible to any need that may 
arise.

Andover at the Boston Tabernacle 
Wednesday was Andover’s day at 
Mr. Sunday’s afternoon meeting in the 
| Tabernacle. Over 200 tickets had been 
distributed in Andover, and apparently 
very nearly or quite that number were in 
attendance, the delegation having seats 
near the front, accompanied by Mr.

He did.pound the desk and brandish his 
arms vigorously, and. occasionally yell 
out a word or a sentence, with a some- 
what “hoarse voice, and-two or three 
times aroused audible smiles by a half- 
humorous remark. But there “was 
nothing in his manner or speech on that 
afternoon inconsistent with his char- 
acter ¢s a great ball-player turned into a 
traveling evangelist. His theological 
sentiments were doubtless of the ‘‘old 
school,” but the motives he urged for 
ceasing to do wrong and starting to do 
right, followed as they were by the 
quiet coming forward of 500 men and 
women (according to the newspapers) 
who witnessed by grasping the evan- 
gelist’s hand that they desired to begin 
the Christian life, showed nothing un- 
reasonably irreverent.

OBITUARIES 


GORDON C. CANNON 


Following a long illness, Gordon C. 
Cannon, a well known resident of this 
town and founder of Cannon’s Commer- 
cial College in Lawrence, died at his 
home on Salem street, early Wednesday 
morning at the age of 63 years. 

Mr. Cannon had not been in good 
health for a number of years, but did 


not relinquish his duties at the college | 


till about a year ago, when he was 
forced to give up active work. 

He was born in Pleasant Valley, 
Conn.,:in 1853. Early in his school ca- 
reer he showed ability in penmanship 
and soon became remarkably proficient. 
He went to Lawrence in 1880 and 
founded Cannon's Commercial college 
and from that time till 1910 he did 
practically all the engrossing of reso- 
lutions for the city government besides 
a great deal of other artistic penman- 
ship work. Competent judges have 
said that some of his work in this line 
was as good if not better than anything 
of the kind ever produced in this coun- 
try. 

He was a capable teacher and many 
young men and women in Lawrence 
owe much of their success to his thor- 
ough instruction. His school started 
with but eight students and now has 
an annual enrollment of more than | 
200. The first classes were held in the

Bach’s Christmas Oratorio to be 
Sung by Choir of 75 Voices in 
Academy Chapel, on Dec. 18 


Andover will not be lacking in Christ- 
mas celebrations this year, In addition 
to the proposed community tree sug- 
gested in_ last .week’s issue of the 
Townsman, the Andover Choral So- 
ciety expects to render the first two 
parts of Bach’s Christmas Oratorio on 
Monday evening, December 18, in the 
chapel of Phillips Academy. The chorus 
will be the largest that has sung in the 
chapel, at least in recent years, being 
composed of the Andover choral so- 
ciety, a chorus from the West parish, an 
auxiliary chorus of girls from the Pun- 
chard High School and the choir of 
Phillips Academy, constituting alto- 
gether a chorus of at least 75 voices. 
The soloists will be Miss Catherine 
Rieker of the Central Church in Bos- 
alto; Norman Arnold, tenor; and Wal- 
ter Kidder, bass. 

As for the work itself, it is uddaubted- 
ly one of the most tuneful of the.com- 
positions of Bach. Those who associate 
him only with dry preludes and drier 
fugues will undoubtedly feel constrained 
to revise their estimate after an ac- 
quaintance with the Christmas Orator- 
‘io. In addition to the exuberantly

Mr. Cannon, who has lived here 
since 1896, is survived by his wife, Sarah 
I. Cannon, and two sons, Gordon R. 
Cannon and Carl W, Cannon. 

The funeral services were held from 
his late home this afternoon at 2 o’clock 
and were conducted by Rev. E. Victor 
Bigelow of the South Church. Burial 
was in the family lot in Bellevue ceme- 
tery, Lawrence.

By a curious historical coincidence 
England and Prussia both sustained 
their most serious defeat on October 14. 
This date in 1066 marks, of course, the 
victory of the Nogman invader of Eng- 
land, whilst by the Battle of Jena on 
October 14, 1806,, Napoleon found 
North Germany at his feet. His vic- 
tory had also its effect on Britain, for, 
proceeding at once to the Prussian capi- 
tal, he issued the famous Berlin decree, 
an interdict against British commerce, 
by which he declared these islands to be 
in a state of blockade, although he had 
not a single ship to carry it gut. The 
British were, in fact, subjected to a po- 
litical. excommunication, but the at- 
tempt failed because Holland and the 
other States objected to aid in their own 
commercial ruin.—London Chronicle.

efficient service. To meet the requests 
will mean an additional appropriation 
at the March meeting of approximately 
$4000.
